Hello  Ms.  Leddy, 

Good  talking  with  you  over  the  phone.  Sorry  to  hear  about  the  numerous  tickets  issued  to  delivery  trucks  parked  at 
adjacent  alley  to  the  New  Mart  Building  at  127  E.  9th  St.  From  Google  Map,  the  New  Mart  Building  appears  to  have 
an  alley  on  west  side  of  the  building  and  an  existing  one  car  length  Commercial  Loading  Zone  (CLZ)  on  east  side  of 
the  building,  that  is,  west  side  of  Los  Angeles  St,  just  north  of  9th  St.  For  request  of  an  on-street  CLZ  or  extension  of 
an  existing  CLZ,  it  will  be  through  petition  process.  Please  submit  formal  request  on  behalf  of  New  Mart  Bldg  for 
extension  of  the  existing  CLZ  to  an  additional  one  car  length  on  Los  Angeles  St.  Petition  is  provided  by  DOT  once  it 
is  determined  that  a CLZ  or  extension  of  a CLZ  is  feasible  at  this  location.  Petition  criteria  are  that  at  least  50%  of 
bldg  owner  / tenant,  with  property  frontage  covering  at  least  67%  of  the  block  must  sign  the  petition.  For  this 
location,  DOT  would  consider  the  block  as  being  from  9th  St  to  the  northern  mid-block  signalized  crosswalk  on  Los 
Angeles  St.  Please  let  me  know  if  you  should  have  any  further  questions.  Thank  you  for  your  interest  in  this  parking 
matter.
